LIME AND ITS USE IN AGRICULTURE, 
Lime is one of the most abundant substan- 
ecs in nature—usually as carbonate, consist- 
ing of 664 parts of carbonate, and 434 of car- 
Donate acid, in 100 of the mineral. In burn- 
ing, the acid escapes in the form of steam. It 
is then quick-lime. After exposure to the 
atmosphere, it absorbs water, slacks, and falls 
into an appar ent dry powder; it is then 
hydrate of lime, and is in the form in which 
it is generally used for agricultural purposes. 
It is the most valuable, when used directly 
after it has falleninto powder. Iflong exposed 
to rain and dews before being spread upon the 
land, it loses a great portion of its fertilizing 
powers, which principally consists in its action 
upon vegetable matters, causing them to de-

Use or Lime with Prat.—The slow decom- 
position of peat is an objection to its use. By 
the term, we mean all swamp muck, partak- 
ing more or less of that character, All peat 
contains resinous matter, which prevents de- 
composition. By adding lime, the resin is 
combined and forms soap, and the fibre then de- 
cays as rapidly as any other vegetable sub- 
stance, 

To Arriy Lime to Tux Sor.—Spread it 
evenly upon a crop of clover about to be 
plowed under, or sow it upon the surface with 
wheat, and harrow thoroughly. It should 
neyer be combined with manure, unless the 
whole is immediately plowed in, 


To wnat Soinis Lime ArriicanLe ?—Evyery 
clay soil, every peaty soil, and every soil in 
which vegetable fibre does not readily decay 
because that is a sign that it contains some 
antiseptic acid, which prevents decay, ‘This 
is the case in peat beds and swamps, Sandy, 
or thin soils, may be overlimed and injured ; 
because, in causing the decay of vegetables, 
it sets free the ammonia, the very substance of 
fertility required. ‘To prevent this, more food 
must be given for the lime to act upon, No 
farmer, who knows what the action of lime is, 
upon all soils, will ever do without it, as an

applied to land which had not borne wheat 
for many years, it has at once restored it to 
fertility for that crop. Where it has failed 
once to remunerate the farmer using it, it has

SAVING HERDS’ GRASS SEED, 

There are seyeral reasons why every farmer 
should make it a general rule to save his qwn 
grass seed, Much of the seed of commerce, 
either from age or injury, is incapable of veg- 
etation, thereby producing great disappoint- 
ment und deranging the best laid plans of ro- 
tation; it often contains foul seeds, such as 
white daisy and other pestilent plants, that 
when once. introduced it is almost impossible 
to eradicate. It is much cheaper; and when 
raised on the farm is generally sown with a 
more liberal hand than when bought at three 
or four dollars a bushel, as is occasionally the 
price. 

I have, for several yonrs, practiced the fol- 
lowing method, and found it to answer my 
purpose very well, and it may perhaps be of 
service to some of your readers. I select a 
suitable piece that is free from everything but 
what I wish to save, and as soon as the seed 
has become hard, take a grain cradle and cut 
the heads off as near the top as possible, not 
taking more than from six to twelve inches, | 
and have a man follow and tie it up into good | 
sized bundles, and another follow him with a} 


Three men 
with a boy to carry off the bundles and set 
them up four in a place leaning against each 


secure two acres in a day, both top and bot- 
tom, ‘The bundles should stand in the field 
till most of the top heads become naked, and 
then carefully secured, After itis thrashed 
the chaff should be run through a fanning 
mill with the wind regulated so as not to carry 
off the seed with the chaff, and then, in order 
to make it perfectly clean, pass it through a 
suitable sieve—a coarse wire meal sieve will 
do, if no better is at hand, Newly cleared 
lands preduce the largest crops, but has to be 
reaped—after that newly seed old lands ; both 
require to be seeded thin if for seed. I never 
stock any land expressly for seed, but always 
sow cloyer or red top with herds grass and 
seed heavy and select a piece after the clover 
has run out, 

On such land that will cut from a ton to a 
ton and a half of hay to the acre I usually get 
from five to seven bushels of seed; the bottom 
makes an inferior kind of hay on which colts 
and young cattle do well in the winter, and 
the straw is an excellent litter for cattle, One 
of the greatest objections farmers make to 
raising herds grass seed is thatit runs the 
grass out immediately, which is in conse- 
quence of leaving a high stubble; but by this 
method the grass will last, I believe, longer 
than ifcut early, It is a well known princi- 
ple in vegetable physiology that trees and 
plants ave more likely to die when cut off ata 
certain distance above the ground than when 
cut close—a close mowed field will start up 
quicker and Tast longer than one that is cut

as ever. We have before us some items from 
Newfoundland, received from Messrs. Thomas

GARDEN ECONOMY AT MIDSUMMER. 

From almost every kitchen there is a large 
amount of slops, soap-suds, and other waste 
liquids thrown away, disfiguring by a foctid 
puddle some half concealed spot of the kitch- 
en yard. It is always as pleasing as itis rare, 
to see the back yard kept in as clean, neat and 
finished condition as those portions of the 
premises kept specially for exhibition to the 
eye, Happily there are a few, who by a well 
managed economy in this particular, not only 
avoid all offensive odors about their dwell- 
ings, but contribute towards the vigorous and 


healthy growth of their garden vegetables and 
fruit trees, by the timely irrigation thus given 
them. We should like to exhibit to some 
who have been neglected, the kitchen court 
of an acquantance, which will challenge for 
neatness and cleanliness any of the front yards 
of his neighbors. 

Irrigation simply in itself is highly beneficial 
to most garden plants ; the benefit is increas- 
ed by the fertilizing matter often contained 
in waste water. On light or gravelly soils, 
for example, a free supply of water doubles 
the growth of the raspberry, and greatly im- 
proves the size and flavor of the fruit; and 
strawberries, as the fruit approaches maturi- 
ty, are almost incredibly benefitted. A eul- 
tivator in one of our villages applied water 
freely to his vegetables during the last sum- 
mer. ‘In ten days,’’ he says, ‘early pota- 
toes grew two thirds in size.”

In applying water to fruit trees it will be of 
little use to pour it on the narrow spot just at 
the foot ofthe trunk, where but few of the 
young roots can receive it, but it must be 
dashed on broadcast, as far as the circle of 
roots extends. Anacquantance has procured 
a wheelbarrow, furnished with a broad tire, 
that it may pass, without sinking, over mel- 
low ground, and a barrel with a hinge lid, into 
which all slops are thrown, and wheeled on 
the garden as often as necessary. If the odor 
of the barrel becomes too offensive, a quart or 
two of charcoal dust thrown in at once cor- 
rects the evil.—Cudltivator. 


Saving Manunz.—The Michigan Farmer 
gives the practice of a Scotch farmer, in the 
saving and management of his manure, which 
we cannot but regard as eminently economi- 
cal of its fertilizing qualities, and worthy of 
general adoption except in the depth of winter, 
when it may be delayed. To prevent dissipa- 
tion by evaporation and washing, he draws it 
away as fast ag itis thrown from the stable, 
piles it up in some convenient place on the 
farm, first placing a layer of the fresh manure, 
to a depth of 8 or 10 inches, then a layer of 
common soil about four inches thick, which 
presses the course down to about the same 
thickness, then another layer of manure, which 


in like manner is followed by another layer of 


earth, and so on till the pile is completed. 
In this way the volatile portions are preserved, 
and-he asserts the manure is of ‘double value 
to what it would have been lying in the yard. 
— Scientific American, 


Borers.—A Sure Prevention against their In- 
Jjuring Trees.—Vake a shect of common brown 
paper and pass it round the tree, quite down 
to the ground; this must be done by the 15th 
or 20th of June, before the eggs are deposit- 
ed; draw up a little earth so the insect cannct 
deposit eggs below the paper, and if the tree 
is rough, serape off the rough bark, No dan- 
ger of injuring the tree, as in good time the 
paper will drop off of itself. I have used this 
prevention for years, and I have never known 
it to fail to keep the borer from injuring the 
tree. One foot width of paper is suflicient.— 
N. E. Farmer. 


A Marytanp Fanmer.—The Easton (Md.)

We were not quite satisfied with a distant 
view of objects so interesting and new, and 
seeing a small hill of old lava, about fifty 
yards below the crater, we made our way to 
the top of it.

rocks, and nearly smothered us in a cloud 
of ashes, smoke and pumice stones. We im- 
mediately retreated, and with as much rapid- 
ity, of course, as a becoming sense of our 
own dignity, or rather in plain terms, as a 
comfortable regard for the tenderness of our 
poor shins and toes, already somewhat bat- 
tered, would allow.

THE FISHERIES. 


The subject of the fisheries is creating quite 
a sensation, and if we may judge from the 
language of some of our exchanges, the peo- 
ple are eager for a brush with John Bull. It 
is vary natural for people to talk loudeabout 
their own rights, and to pour out strong lan- 
guage against their invaders, but we think the 
true policy is to think twice before you speak 
once, for we all know there is, and may always 
be, arivalship between England and America, 
and let the subject be little or great, we must 
expend just so many words, to let our trans- 
atlantic neighbors know that we are wide 
awake, and ready for the emergency, if any 


should arise, 
On the subject of the fisheries, 


to look at both sides of the 
we are not disposed to give an inch 
when fairly taken, and we will never be found 
in the rear rank in defending our stars and 
stripes when invaded; but we must take the 
responsibility of saying, that on this all-excit- 
ing subject we mean to weigh well the bone 
of contention between the parties, and then 
give our opinion freely ; it will be satisfactory 
to us, ifno one else. Since the year 1818, the 
American fishermen haye taken their own time 
and place to fish in, and the British Proyinces 
have permitted them to fish in harbors and in 
the Bay of Funday, without disturbance, altho’ 
contrary to the terms of the treaty. Matters 
have gone on peacibly until last fall, when the 
overbearing conduct of many of our fishermen, 
‘when permitted to land, was so bad that the 
inhabitants entered complaints to the authori- 
tics, and it is in part owing to these occurences 
that the British Government have adopted 
stringent measures to enforce the strict inter- 
pretation of the treaty. Our fishermen have 
been in the practice of landing in different 
places, where the inhabitants are much scat- 
tered and without protection, bringing with 
them rum, and after getting these people 
drunk, have committed all sorts of depreda- 
tions, and even crimes. We are told by those 
who reside on the spot, and they are responsi- 
ble men, that as one instance, which took 
place on Prince Edward Island, a party of 
fishermen landed at a farm house, occupied 
by a farmers family, consisting of himself, his 
wife, and three daughters ; after getting the 
old folks drunk, they enticed the daughters 
on board of their vessel, and kept them there 
for three or four days; other instances have 
been related, where rum has been freely given 
to the men, and when drunk the women were 
handled as they pleased. ‘These reports came 
from reliable sources, and is one great cause of 
the prompt measuresof the British authori-

AGRICULTURE.

Laytna Down Grounps.—There is no better 


time than August to plow and lay down old 
grass land, or to reclaim swamps and meadows, 


It roquires but asingle year to change the 


most incorrigible land into a productive field, 
if too much is not undertaken at once, and the 
right process is adopted. The work is usually 
attempted with plows too light and teams too 
weak, In trying to gain a sufficient depth onc 
gots broken and the other tired, and then comcs 
the contest of doubts whether it will ever pay 
to reclaim an old meadow or plow deep and 


subsoil the upland. Well, this is just as the 


mason operates, who builds a thin, cheap wall 
and finds it tumbling down upon himself, per- 
haps, before he is fortunate enough to get away 
from it; or the farmer who erects a cheap 
house, and in the course of a twelve-month 
goes to patching and altering, and subjects 


himself to an expense much greater than it 
would have been to do the work thoroughly at 
In reclaiming lands, the first care 


first. No. 
should be to put in plows and teams strong 
enough to turn a furrow ten or twelve inches 
deep and cut all small roots, without strain- 
ing either team or plow. ‘There is no wear 
and tear of spirit inthis, and your good nature 
will hold out until the last furrow is turned 
in such an operation. It is cheaper too, than 
to haggle with it, fret the team, spoil the fur- 
row, and find the work at length only half 
done! 


. 


When the land is properly plowed, roll it 


with a heavy roller, spread fine manure freely, 
and then follow with alight, sharp-toothed 
harrow, drawn by horses, and urge them toa 
lively walk. This operation will cut an im- 
mense number of roots, and bring the surface 
into a fine, deep tilth, altogether unlike that 
effected by a heavy harrow dragged along at a 
snail's pace by oxen. 

There is one point in laying down grounds 
of sufficient importance to merit a separate 
paragraph-—and that is the quality of the man- 
ure applied. The smaller the seeds to be sow- 
ed the finer should be themanure, It ought 
to be old, thoroughly decomposed and pulver- 
ized ; and where such is freely applied and in- 
corporated with the delicate tilth made by the 
quickly-moved and sharp-toothed harrow, lit- 
tle complaint will ever be heard of grass being 
winter-killed. In a soil thus prepared, the 
minute seeds finds all things necessary for a 
quick and healthy germination and rapid 
growth. The air, light, heat and moisture are 
admitted in such proportions as the seeds re- 
quire to give them a sure and early start. 
Thus by deep plowing, fine manure and thor- 
ough cultivation, little or no loss is sustained 
in seed, while a good crop is quite certain, let 
the succetding season be either wet or dry. 

Land in corn may be laid down by sowing 
the seed at the last hoeing and covering it 
withthe hoe or the hand rake. We have 
Jnid down land in this way with excellent re- 
sults.—New England Farmer. 


Ruta Bacas.—This is an exhausting crop, 
and would undoubtedly be increased and the 
land sustainod by the application of ashes and 
plaster. According to Boussingault, the ruta 
baga contains nearly 42 parts of potash out of 
100; 13 1-2 of lime, and thesame of sulphuric 
acid. Professor Johnston states that in a crop 
of 30 tons, or 45,000. 1bs., there are 900 lbs. of 
starch, sugar and gum, 670 lbs. of fat or oil, 
and 300 lbs, of saline matter, 


Anumy Worm.—Visit your young apple trees, 
and where you find these worms foraging on 
forbidden ground, break their thick ranks by 
turning a platoon of small arms or fingers, up- 
on them, and make them “bite the dust.” 
They are active now, and yery destructive, cut- 
ting clean as they go, 


Cows.—During the hot weather of August) 
milch cows require much water, and, if possi- 
ble, should have access to pure, sweet water 
at all times during the day. They are some- 
thing like their owners in one respect—they 
like to drink when they are thirsty, and we do 
not think it yielding too much to their taste 
to indulge them in this particular,.— New Lng- 
land Farmer. 


Corn arrer Buckwirat.—The editor of the 
Midaleser Farmer is of opinion that it is no¢ 
well to plant corn after buckwheat, IIe says 
“there is some property in buckwheat that 
scems to poison the soil, or at least render it 
unfit for corn.’ That he has tried it and no- 
ticed the results in other fields, and there has 
invariably been alight and uneven crop of 
corn, 


Yrast.—The bitterness of yeast, which is of- 
ten a cause of complaint, may be removed by 
straining it through bran, or by dipping red- 
hot charcoal in it. But the inosteffectual and 
easily available remedy is to put the yeast in 
a large pan and cover it with well or spring 
water, changing it every three or four hours. 
The bran seems to impair the strength, and 
the coal sometimes stains it, but the water pu- 
rifies it in color and taste. 

The mode of using water for keeping and 
purifying yeast has been adopted by some of 
the American housekeepers with entire success. 
So says the Gardener's Chronicle.

pointed agent in this place. 

Your correspondent, it seems, is troubled 
about the salary to be paid to the agent in 
this town, and thinks the “ tax paying inhab- 
itants” will notrest under this agreement, nor

Lhaye now his letter, acknowledging 
the receipt, He forwarded these fifty barrels 
to Greece, and the next fair return breeze 
brought the description of the scene in dis-

FATTENING CATTLE IN STALLS 
IN SHEDS: 

An experiment has been made in Scotland 
to try the comparative value of these two modes 
of fattening cattle, ‘Ten animals haying been 
chosen, were divided as equally as possible ; 
five were put into a sheltered court with plen- 
ty of shed room, and the others into boxes, 
At the beginning of October it was soon found 
that those in the courts eat 134 lbs. per day, 
while those in the boxes eat only 112 lbs, or 
22 lbs. less, thus proving that a certain degree 
of warmth is equivalent to food. After seyen 
months, towards the end of April, they were 
all slaughtered, and the following results were 
found :— 

Cattle fed in boxes... Beef, 3,262 Ibs, ‘Tallow. 6,678 Ibs. 
Cattle fed in courts... Beef. . 3,416 lbs, Tallow, , 6 054 Ibs, 
. These results show the superiority of feed- 
ing in boxes. It is thought thatin a less 
mild winter they would have been more strik- 
ing. In thecourse of the experiment the ther- 
mometer rose to 50) degrees. and the cattle un- 
der cover seemed to suffer from being too warm, 
It was found a trifling expense to comb them 
regularly, which speedily produced a very 
masked improyement.—N, Y. Tribune.

Farrar Accwwrenr 1x Bosron Hannori—On 
Saturday evening, about 9 o'clock, the suil- 


boat Chanticleer, containing Capt. Dolliver, 
the owner, atid Mr, J. 3, Penno, wile and in- 
fant daughter, were upset in passing through 


the gut leading to the harbor of ILull. 

They were attempting to sail through on an 
ebb tide, and had passed the eddy on the north 
side, and on striking into the current it proved 
too strong for the wind, and they were drifted 


back, striking their mast aguinst the boom of 
the schooner Oolong, of Ilingham, which was 
coming in in their rear, and partially filling her 


with water. Capt. Dolliver had hailed the 


schooner, und asked them to throw him a line 


and tow them through, but they were told to 


keep off, At that moment the current struck 


the schooner, and threw her into the rear of the 


sail-boat. On seeing the danger the schooner’s 
boom was brought in, bringing the sail boat to 
her side. 
the schooner reached his hand over her side 
and took in Capt. Dolliver, but the boat filled 
and sank immediately, Mr. Fenno and his wife 
and daughter being on board, 

Mr. Penno sustained his wife and child some 
twenty minutes, crying for help, and swam 
within thirty fect of the schy. Champion, which 
Was at anchor near, but was refused assistance 
from her by an Irishman, who was the only 
man on board. Ife, when requested by Mr. 
Fenno to assist him, said the dory on the 
schooner was too heavy, and he could not 
throw it over. It weighed about two hundred 
pounds, Mr, Fenno, during this time, was 
swimining, sistaining both his wife and child, 
and endeayoring to make the shore, which 
was perhaps ten or twelve rods distant. ‘The 
current, however, was sctling strongly, and he 
was unable to resist it, and all were carricd 
out to sea tnd drowned. ‘The bodies of hei- 
ther of them had been found. The boat of 
the Oolong had gone on shore at Point Al- 
derton previous to the accident, so that no 
assistance could possibly be afforded from her, 

Notice of the disaster was given at Hull, and 
Mr, Harrington, of the Mansion Iouse, and 
other citizens repaired promptly to the scene ; 
but it was too late to render aid, The boat 
sunk in twenty fathoms of water, but has 
been found and will be raised probably to-day 
ut low tide. Mr, Fenno’s tather resides at 
Scituate, and he was accustomed to go in a 
sail-boat on Saturday afternoons to Hingham, 
and thence proceed by carriage to his father's 
residence, He was on his way at this time 
to make one of his weekly visits. At the 
time of the accident Mr. Fenno and wife were 
in the stern of the boat, he steering, while 
Captain Dolliver was forward on the look-out 
—Boston Times.

AGRICULTURE. 
‘Tle who by the Plough would thrive, 
Himself must cither hold or drive”? 


CLOVER HAY FOR I 
Thave frequently heard if, observed, that 


1ORSES 


horses fed for any considerable length of time 
on clover hay, are liable to be attacked by 
cough, 
feed aggravates, if it docs not occasion the 
heaves. Now there are two remedies for this, 
cither of which, if applied judiciously, will 
prove entirely effectual. One is to feed from 
a manger, instead of the common horse rack. 
The common moethod of curing clover hay, 
renders the foliage so dry and crisp, that it 
crumbles in being forcibly drawn through the 
slats or rounds. of the rack, oceasioning a fine, 
almost impalpable dust, which, on being in- 
haled, irritates the lungs, and occasions coughs, 
&e. Another and more economical method is 
to cure clover hay in the proper way. By 
curing it in the coek, its foliage will wilt and 
dry without being deprived of its sweetness or 
elasticity, and will not crumble. This I hold 
tobethe most economical, as it not only en- 
ables us to save much trouble in the busy sea- 
son of haying, but obviates the serious loss 
from the breaking and falling off of the finest 
and most valuable parts. —Germaniown Tela- 
graph. 5 


Farrentna Hocs.—Ilogs require attention 
at this season, and such as are to be fattened 
may be fed a little better than in July. It is 
poor business to fatten old hogs in cold weath- 
er, and in cold pens. 
den weeds will service now in the 
hog pen, than in the garden. Green corn may 
be cut up at the roots and fed out to advan- 
tage as long as the hogs will cat up the stalks 
clean. 

The root crops may now be thined out and 
given to cattle and hogs. As to the fallen 
apples and other fruit, the labor of gathering 
for hogs is rather severe, unless the ground 
under the trees is so even that a broad hoe 
may be used to gather them in heaps. Then 
a shovel will be useful to put them into bas- 
kets to be carricd off. 


Purslane and other gar- 
do more 


But when hogs or pigs are allowed to run 
in orchards, they pick up the fallen wormy 
fruit at much less cost than when boys are 
employed. ‘There are breeds of hogs which 
will not injure apple trees when they run at 
large in orchards. The Suffolk breed is re- 
markably docile and not inclined to strip bark 
from trees. 

Take care that your cattle haye a good sup- 
ply of water lest they break your fences down 
to help themselves.—Mass. Ploughman. 


HINTS TO FARMERS. 

Whoever will apply an ointment made of 
gunpowder, brimstone and common. grease, 
behind the necks of their }ambs, will be sure 
of haying them preserved from all kinds of 
vermin.

to the hoof with water, heated as hot as the 
hand will bear, and a little meited lard. It

THE SUBSOIL PLOW. 

There is oncimportant consideration always 
to be kept in view in subsoiling ; and that is, 
that the soil be first thoroughly drained. It 
should be drained one year before the opera. 
tion of subsoiling is commenced, so that the 
cold spring water may haye had time to pass 
off from the subsoil. Almost every garden 
will illustration of the benefits 
deep culture. ‘Trenching is a more thorough 
operation than subsoil plowing, as it exposes 
the subsoil to view, breaks every portion to a 
greater depth, and mingles the two soils more 
None doubt that deep digging 


afford an of 


intimately, 
in the garden is profitable, and none who try 
it under proper circumstances will doubt that 
deep plowing in the field is so. 

It is only a few years since the first subsoil 
plow was introduced into this country, and 
was purchased in England for Messrs. Ruggles, 
Nourse, Mason & Co.; it cost forty dollars. 

Now, superior subsoil plows may be had in 
this country for one-fourth of the cost of that 
in England; and they are of greater strength, 
for that plow was used only a short time be- 
fore if was twisted so that a common observer 
could hardly tell for what purpose it was in- 
tended, : 

The subsoil plow is a valuable implement 
on many soils, by deepening the tillage and 
‘giving sufficient room for the descent of the 
roots of plants, and to promote the ascent of 
moisture, in dry weather, 

By the use of this plow the subsoil is 
loosened deeply, mixed with the soil and grad- 
nally brought to the surface, where, by changes 
from the air, snows and frosts, it becomes im- 
proved, and restores in some measure many 
fertilizing substances that have been lost on 
old 

Numerous examples have been given to the 


land, 


public, showing the great utility of this im- 
plement. Yet, in some cases, it has been re- 
ported that there was no pereeptable adyan- 
tage from its use, while in other cases, the 
crops have been increased fifty per cent. 
Where no advantage has been found from 
the operation of subsoiling, the cause may 
undoubtedly be traced to the want of proper 
preparation of the ground by

AGRICULTURE. 


‘Tle who by the Plongh would thrive, 
Himself ust either hold or drive? 


GRASS CULTURE, 

It is not my purpose to tell a great story, 
of a great crop—but simply to state what a 
plain, practical man has done, and what other 
men like him can do, 
Blancy, has a field lately taken from the pas- 
tures of Salem, surrounded by hills, rocks, 


My neighbor, Stephen 


swamps, and other appendages not very invit- 
ing, on which there grew, in 1851, not more 
than halfa ton of ordinary hay to the acre. 
The land is fat, rather moist, requiring some 
small drains to carry off the superfluous mois- 
ture. In September ofthe last year, he plow- 
ed this land eight inches deep, and turned the 
furrow slice flat. Ife then pulverized the sur- 
face, and applicd a dressing of well-rotted 
manure, not exceeding four cords to the acre. 
He then sowed herdsgrass and red-top, and 
levelled the surface. Ile is now mowing the 
crop, and obtains from two to three tons of 
hay to the acre,—of as good quality as can be 
desired, ‘Thus his land, within twelve months 
hhs been brought from a worthless condition, 
to yield a crop worth at least forty dollars to 
theacre; and this, without any extra expense, 
or extra effort. Without doubt there are many 
other instances of culture, equally successful ; 
but heretofore, in the usual manner of culture, 
it has taken three years, at least, to bring land 
into a condition alike productive. Jirst, a 
crop of corn or potatoes. Second, a crop of 
barley, oats, or other grain. Third, the crop 
of grass—and this generally, clover, of much 
less value than the crop of which we haye 
spoken. 

What is the secret of the success of Mr Bla- 
ney’s culture? Jirst, complete pulverization 
of the surface; second, complete preparation 
and intermingling of manure. Where small 
seeds are expected to vegetate, these conditions 
are indispensable.-—Suppose he had taken the 
same quantity of manure from his barn-yard, 
and spread it upon the land, in lumps, three 
or four inches in diameter, and cross plowed 
and harrowed the land, as is ordinarily done, 
it is safe to say his crop would not have been 
worth halfas much, Tere then the applica- 
tion of labor of the value of three dollars toan 
acre, has increased the income at least ¢wenty 
dollars. Might not our farmers do the same 
thing with other crops, as well as with their 
hay? Are there not hundreds ofacres that do 
not now yicld a crop of the value of ten dol- 
lars per acre, that could be made to yield crops 
of the value of forty dollars ? 

I saw, yesterday, a field of rye on our town 
farm, of four acres, the product of which will 
be not less than one hundred and twenty bush- 
els; this land has not yiclded annually grass 
enough to feed one cow. ‘The point to which 
I would direct attention is, greater care in cul- 
tivation—/ess dand and more labor, if you would 
have labor well rewarded.—N.E. Farmer. 


Porarors rrom Sprours.—Mr. William Carr 
of West Nubury, has brought to market this 
season, superior ripe potatoes, raised from 
sprouts alone. His course has been to start 
the potatoes carly in a hot-bed, and when the 
sprouts were seyeral inches in length, to re- 
moye them from the potatoe into rows, ip 
good soil, about cight inches apart, He is 
thus enabled to obtain ripe potatoes several 
wecks earlier than by the common practice,—

I entirely concur in this opinion, 
Most grapes do not impart their aroma to the 
wine, but anew oneis formed by fermenta- 
tion, which leads foreign wine merchants to

For months before the election of a repre- 
sentative to the Hungarian legislature, all 
classes, high and low, wore the chosen badge 
of their party, consisting generally ofa feath- 
er, aribbon ofone of the national colors, of 
ofa fresh sprig or flower. It was thus casy 
to recognize at the first glance to which party 
a man belonged. 

In the country of Nesgrad (thot smiling re- 
gion which may be called the garden of Ilun- 
gary) during the election which immediately 
preceeded our king,s last breach of faith, a 
badge was chosen, which from the poetry of 
its name, and the beauty of its form, excited 
in me a lively curiosity. It was a plant found 
in Lower Hungary, more especially on the 
banks of the Danube and the Theiss. Ona 
slender green stem, scantily decked with leaves, 
waves a delicately divided feathery flower, 
which, for its softness and flexibility can only 
be compared to the ostrich or marabout plumes.

Alcoholic tinctures are those which are 
composed in a greater or less degree of alcohol ; 
or such as are sold in all drug stores under 
the various names of “Tincture of Rhubarb,” 
“Tincture of Opium,” (Laudnum,) ‘ Cam- 
phorated Tincture of Opium,’’ (Paragoric,) 
“Tincture of Myrrh,’’ “Tincture of Peruvian 
Bark,” “Tincture of Cinnamon,” &c., &c. All 
these, and very many more, are prepared with 
diluted alcohol, or more commonly with New 
England Rum, and are consequently intoxicat- 
ing. Under the new “Liquor Law’’ have 
apothecaries aright to sell such like tinctures? 
This law declares that no person, except 
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authorized agents, shall be allowed at any 
time, to sell “any spirituous or yintovicating 
liquors, or any mixed liquors, a part nf which is 
spirituous or intoxicating,’ without incurring 
certain severe penalties. Now, as above shown, 
the various tinctures sold by apothecaries are 
spiritous’”’ and ‘intoxicating.’ ILave they 
aright to sell such? The time is soon coming 
when this question must be answered ; and if 
answered in the affirmative, then there is no 
limit to the spiritous liquors that may be law- 
fully sold by them under various medicinal 
If in the negative, then the new 
Liquor Act will shortly close up very nigh 
every Apothecary’s shop in the State! What

FROM MNS MARY W, WELLMAN, 


‘Mn. Eprron :—Having left Woburn some- 
“what unexpectedly, I thought it would not be 
“atniss to give your readers a few thoughts, 
‘although they may think I have not been 
‘absent long enough to got much information 
buy of passing events. I am now in the 
‘beautiful Town of Quincy, the birth-place of 
a greut and good man, the late John Quincy 

Adams. Iam stopping with distant relarives 
of this great man, three female teachere from 
Boston, who came to this place three years 
ago, after teaching school in the city of Boston 
twentg-five years; I certainly expect to be 
much benefited by their society. The ladies 
refered to are not of the ordinary stamp, and 

1 must say that in all my travels, (and I have 

been quite a traveler for one of my age and 
means,) I have never met with minds so un- 
sullied and spirits so lowly as is wrapt up in 
the perishable casket of these sisters. ‘Ihe 
casket may one day decay, but the gem that 
new so faintly shines will burn with unquench- 
able fire, and shine amid the blood washed 
throng around the throne of the eternal God. 

I am at a beautiful cottage, tho residence 
of these dear sisters, and I can look out of my 
window, (which overlooks the town,) and see 
the place called Birch Aishe, where that un- 
fortunate young couple, overpowered by fanat- 
icism, found an early grave. Young they 
wore, but the earth had no joys tor them. 

The cunning of the adversary had supplanted 

the purity of tho wise and good, ‘They had 

filled their minds with corrupt and sinful 
fables, weak they were, and the worlp threw 
its mysterious web about them, and their fect 
became entangled and haying no higher power 
to flee to, they fell victims to mun’s wicked 
and unchristia doctrine, Oh! as I look out 
upon that dark forest and gloomy swamp, (for 
it has gloomy appearance now.) I cannot but 
weep to know such was the fate of two immor- 
tal souls. ‘That there, far from all friends and 
codnections, with no eye but the eye of Jeho- 


vah resting upon them, they threw away their 
lives which should have been spent in their 
Makers service, deluded by the writings of a 
set of irreligious men.

could be in order to restore her, but she died 
after lingexing along some two or three week" 
It appears almost incredible to think a stone 
could be thrown such distance and ia such a 
peculiar manner, 

The family consisted of Mr. and Mts Bass, 
aud five children; Mr, B., was aman ofcom- 
fortable property, and this delightful situa- 
tion, was the home of this unfortunate family, 
After the death of the mother, the youngest 
child, an infant not one year old, being so 
suddenly deprived of its mother, mourned its 
little life away, and was soon sleeping in the 
grave with its mother, The father, who was 
very sensitive, and given to meloncholy, could 
not seem to bear his heavy afflictions and one 
day was found in a little corn house (which I 
can now see from my window, which adjoins 
the barn) dead, he committed suicide by hang- 
ing himself, <A sister of Mrs B., after brood- 
ing over her troubles, feeling her loncliness, 
and giviug away to her grief, took her lifein 
the same mannec as did her brother-in-law. 
Thus in a short time, this family’s joys was 
turned to mourning. And now the four Or- 
phans are alone in the world as it were, for 
though wealth and friends may be theirs, it 
always appears to me, the orphan is a lonely 
being. Here again we see the importance of 
casting our all upon God—io pray, to agonize 
in prayer, that God may not leave us to on 
own weak natures fora moment, but that he 
may keep us ag in the hollow of his hand, and 
litt the light of his countenance upon us.

WHITE CLOVER. 

We are satisfied that our farmers do not ap- 
preciate the white clover or white honeysuckle 
as some call it, so highly as they ought, nor 
j take so much pains as they should to cultivate 
it. In fact but very few sow it, when they 
lay down their lands’to grass, 
nature to supply them with it. 

When unce seeded with it, the soil will re- 
tain it a long time, for the low short stems will

is kept in the ground and spring up whenever 
circumstances are favorable to its deyelope- 
ment. A moderately clayey loam is congenial 
for it, and if this be dressed with an occasion- 
al dressing of plaster it will bring it out abun- 
dantly, It affords an excellent pasturage for 
bees, the best honey in the world being ob- 
tained by these little insects from white clo- 
ver. 

It also affords the best pasturage for cattle, 
especially cows from whose milk cheese is 
manufactured, a4 experiments have proyed 
that cows that graze upon this species of clo- 
ver yield milk that contains casein, or cheesy 
particles, in greater abundance than they do 
when fed on the common grasses. We throw 
these hints out for our readers to think of.— 
Four or five pounds, mingled with a due quan- 
tity of other grass seeds, will be sufficient 
for an acre, and it can be obtained at reasona- 
ble prices atthe agricultural seed stores.— 
Maine Farmer,

FARM WORK FOR SEPTEMBER, 
“The harvest-nen ring Bummer out 
With thankful song and joyous shout ; 
And, when September comes, they hail 
The Autumn with the flapping flail, 


The Summer for 1852 has passed away, and 
Autumn, with its gentle influences, has come 
to lead us quietly and gradually into the em- 
braces of Winter. If summer has its fierce 
heats, its sudden showers with the lightning’s 
flash and thunder's roar,—its profusion of 
flowers and songs of birds, autumn has no less 
ite own character, which distinguishes it from 


all other seasons. It has succeeded, perhaps, 
fi season of intense heat, causing copious evap- 
oration when the usual rains have fallen, and 
giving heavy dews and fogs: The peculiar 
feature of autumn is that of tranquility, but 
interupted by the September equinoctial and 
some other changes. 

Ti September, the vegetable tribes have ad- 
vanced through their stages of production and 
maturity, and are approaching the verge of 
old age, But still, the earth is clothed in 
beauty. The fields so lately mown are cover- 
ed with the liyliest green by the young clover, 
or tinted with their varied flowers. The corn 
looks rank and strong and begins to beam 
with gold, while the pastures assume a cheer- 
ful hue, refreshed by the periodical rains. 


Manure Hears are the gold mines of the 
farmer, Dile up the meadow mud before the 
autumnal rains prevent your getting it. Throw 
it into large heaps in convenient places, and 
let the air and frost work upon it. Cover the 
surface of the barn-yard with it; mix with 
green manure for top dressing or spring use. 
Lay up a stock for winter use, under cover if 
convenient, 

Wintrr Ryr.—This is a wholesome and e- 
conomical grain. Sow early in the month, if 
you did not get the crop in in August. 


Curtina Corn Starxs.—We have no doubt 
but that cutting off the tops of the corn stalks 
somewhat injures the crop of corn; but after 
all, what is gained by getting better fodder, 
and in harvesting it more conveniently, will 
compensate for the loss in the grain. ‘There 
is no better fodder, in our opinion, than corn 
tops. At the south, some persons practice 
stripping the leaves from the stalks and tying 
them in small bundles, which sell for one to 
two cents a bundle, After the tops are cut 
they should be laid loosely among the hills 
and kept from the ground until partially dried, 
when they may be tied up in small bundles 
and shocked, After standing a week or two 
in this condition, they ought to be laid away 
in such a manner in the barn as to allow a free 
passage of air through them, to prevent mould- 
ing. 

Roors.—These must be looked after in sea- 
son,—the potatoes, carrots, beets, ruta bagas, 
turnips, &c. Beans are to be gathered; squash- 
es preserved from frost ; early apples collected, 
and numerous other small matters attended 
to. 

Prunina.—This is an operation which we 
think should be performed in autumn; but as 
we have extended our remarks upon Septem- 
ber work ‘as far as we have room, we shall 
speak of this subject another week.—N. 2. 

SEEDING DOWN IN AUGUST AND 
SEPTEMBER. 

We again remind our subscribers of the im- 
portance of attending at the proper time to 
this branch of farming. 
to commence this work, though in many cases 
For it is of- 
ten so dry, that it is prudent to wait for rain 


August is the time 
September will answer as well. 


before committing the seed to the earth, 

There is much land which has long been 
mown or pastured, but which is not suitable 
for planting. It is wet in the spring and con- 
sequently too cold for corn and potatoes.— 
Much of this kind of land 1s suffered to lie un- 
productive from year to year, because the own- 
ers could plant other grounds to better adyvan- 
tage as to grain Xe, 

Still, much of this low land would produce 
more grass than the grounds that are suitable 
for grain, provided they could have a fair 
chance. Rotation of crops is of great import- 
ance to most farmers ; but as rotation cannot 
be practiced in all places, a change from poor 
grass to good grass is much better than no 
change. 

When grass sward is turned in August or 
September, there is much vegetable matter 
buried under the sod. ‘This aids the succeed- 
ing harvest, and a light dressing only is re- 
quired to encourage the new seed, 

Hlerdsgrass and red-top seed are the best for 
this season of the year, and if clover is to be 
added, it may be sown in November when it 
is too late for it to vegetate, or in any of the 
winter months, Itis sometimes sown in March 
and April, but as the ground is not to be har- 
rowed, the spring rains are not always suffic- 
ient to bury it, 

One peck of good herdsgrass and three or 
four pecks of red-top will be enough for an a- 
cre—though some men sow twice as much, 
It is as injurious to sow grass seed too thick 
asto sow grain too thick. When we have 
sown more than one peck of herdsgrass per a- 
cre, we have had a diminished haryest, 

We recommend sowing as soon as possible 
after ploughing. 
soil just turned up, which favors germination, 
and it is better to sow the seed as soon as one 
acre is turned, ‘Then harrow thoroughly and 
roll the ground with a heayy roller, It is 
prudent in many cases to roll down the furrows 
before harrowing, and to let the harrow pass 
first lengthwise of the furrows, to prevent 
tearing them up. 

As grass seed should not be buried deep, it is 
best to use a brush harrow to bury it. When 
the roller is depended on, the grass sced is apt 
to adhere to it and leave spots without seed, 
The roller should go last. —Vhe Ploughman. 


There is a freshness in the 


Sanpy on Gnraventy Kyoris.—There are 
such places on most farms that have become 
unproductive, If theythrow up vegetation 
in the spring, a few hot suns cut it down, and 
thus labor and crop are lost. ‘These are the 
places for the application of meadow mud, It 
supplies the humus, or vegetable matter which 
is lacking, and this, with the addition of com- 
post, brings them up to fertility and profit. 
It is but carrying back to them the soil which 
they haye gradually lost. 


BUTTER MAKING. 

We gather from several sources the follow- 
ing remains pertaining to this subject, which 
may be of service to our readers. 

The most essential point in making butter 
that will keep, is to free it entirely from milk. 
Milk after churning or when seperated from 
the oil it contains, possesses a strong affinity 


for Oxygen, and will sour more rapidly than 
it Would before; and then by uniting with 
certain properties of the butter produces a 
strong rancid taste which makes it unfit for 
use, ‘This may be in some degree retarded but 
cannot be prevented by salting. 

We have known butter, made by the follow- 
ing process, that wa ¢perfectly sweet and pleas- 
antly flavored, when it had been kept a year, 
Work it with butter ladles until the milk ceas- 
es to come out, then set it in a cool cellar,— 
Mix three parts of the purest ground rock salt 
one part saltpetre and one part of clean white 
sugar thoroughly, After the butter has re- 
mained one day in the cellar, work in on ounce 
and a half of this mixture, to every pound of 
butter. Pack it into a clean firkin, and lay 
over it a linen cloth, wet in salted water, and 
cover it closely.

Written for the Journal, 
cOST OF THE RUM TRAFFIC. 


Mn. Eprror:—In a communication to your 
paper of 28th ult. signed “ Vita,” containing 
strictures upon certain parts of my reply to 
««G's’’ first attack upon the new Anti-Liquor 
Law, the writer requests of me, informatfon 
in regard to “ the amount of expense the town 
has been at, the past year for the aupport of 
Tum-made parupers, and costs of criminal 
courts, and shariffs’and jail fees &c., caused 
‘by the rum traffic in this place ;”’ quoting from 
‘a purugraph in the article above alkuded to. 

“ Vita," probably is aware that the precise 
amount of expense accruing to the town from 
this source cannot be ascertained with certain 
ty. But an appsoximation to it may, I thiak, 
be made with a degree of probability sufficient 
to satisfy ‘the good people of Woburn” for 
whose benefit “ Vita"’ very kindly solicits the 
information. 

I. suppose the expenses resulting to the 
town from the liquor traflic the last year, did 
not vary essentially from those of former years. 
The estimated expeuse of town paupers last 
year, was #863 32. 
the poor has stated it as his opinion, that at 
least three fourths of this expense can be traced 
to the sale and use of intoxicating drinks in 
limes past. Andit needs no arguments to 
prove that a continuance of a cause will pro- 
duce a continuance of its elect, And I am 
yet to be informed that intoxicating liquors 
were not sold in this town as freely the last 
year, and up to the time the new law took ef- 
fect, as they were for many years before. 

The good people of Woburn,” Vita iuclud- 
ed, are aware, I presume, that some $2000 
of the taxes annually assessed upon the 
inhabitants of this Town, goes to the County, 
to defray County and State expenses.

TIME FOR PRUNI 

Volumes have been written on this subject, 
a great part of which is mere theory. Many 
prune in the spring from custom, and others 
in June because the wound heals quickly, not 
reflecting that it is of more importance that 
the wound heal soundly than quickly. We 
give directions according to our experience for 
thirty years, 

Slight pruning, in which very small limbs, 
or dead limbs of any size, are removed, may 
be performed, when most convenient, in any 
season. Moderate pruning should be done in 
June, July or August, though it will answer 
very well till Dec. If trees are pruned in Ju- 
ly, Aug. or Sept., the wood will become hard, 
sound, and well seasoned, and commence 
healing over; and it is not material, otherwise 
than for appearance, whether it heals over the 
first, second or third year, as it will remain in 
a healthy state. 

We should prefer Oct., Nov., or even Dec., 
to the spring, which 1s the worst season. ‘The 
trees then are full of sap, and it oozes out at 
the wound, which turns black and decays, 
like a tree cut in the spring, and allowed to 
to retainthe bark. But if limbs, ever so large, 
are cut in Aug. or Sept., the wood will become 
hard and remain so, if it never heals over. 

Thirty-two years ago, in Sept., we cut a 
very large branch from an apple-tree, on ac- 
count of injuries by a gale. The tree was old, 
and it has never healed over; but it is now 
sound, and almost as hard as a horn, and the 
tree perfectly sound aroundit, A few years 
before and after, large limbs were cut from 
the same tree in spring; and where they were 
cut off the tree has rotted, sothat a quart 
measure may be put into the cavities. —Cole. 


New Bracknenry.—A new variety of the 
standing blackberry has been discovered at 
New Rochelle, in New York, and cultivated 
in some private gardens there for three or four 
years past.

THE SCALES ON CHICKEN'S BILLS. 

Every one who has notieed a chicken just 
hatched has seen a kind of scale on the point 
of the bill, which appears to be a useless ap- 
pendage. It 18 not so, but a very conven- 
ient contrivance for assisting the chicken to 
break the egg-shell when it is hatched. 

Brown, in his work recently published on 
domestic fowls, says this scale ig much harder 
than the beak itself. Had it been tipped with 
iron to force the shell open, it would not have 
been a stronger proof of creative design, than 
is this minute speck, which acts as 0 neces- 
sary an instrument. 

In a few days after birth, when it is no long- 
er wanted, this scale disappears ; not by fall- 
ing off, which would be a waste of valuable

| Advantage of flat roofs for buildings, we take 
from the Scientific American :— 

‘+ All the new houses which have been built 
im New York recently, have what are termed 
flat roofs; that is, the roof is nearly level, and 
alants but slightly from one side to the other. 
The old huge peaked roofs are fast disappear- 
ing ; we wonder how they ever came into use. 
The inventor of them must have been a man 
full of comical ideas, The flat roofs are cov- 
ered with tin and well painted. If fire takes 
place in a building, it is easy to walk and work 
on the flat roof, so as to command the fire, if 
it be in the adjacent buildings ; this cannot 
be done on peaked roofs. Flat roofs are 
cheaper and more convenient in every respect. 
We advise all those who intend to buiid new 
houses to have flat roots on them, It is better 
to have a flush story at the top of a building 
than a peaked, cramped-up garret, which is 
only comfortable for travelling upon the hands 
and knees. 

Several houses in Euaope have been built 
with their roofs as reservoire for water. It is 
a valuable thing in case of fire, or for domes- 
tic purposes; a large quantity of rain water 
being generally ready for use.’’

EXTENSIVE BRICK YARD, &c. 

The extensive brick works known as the 
New York Company’s works, in Cambridge, 
in the northwest part of the town, were some- 
what damaged by the storm. About 170,000 
unburnt bricks were destroyed. ‘These works 
are doubtless the most extensive of any in 
New England. They are owned by Mr. Hub- 
ble, of Charlestown, and are under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Abbott, lately a joint owner. They 
were constructed about four years ago, and 
employ one hundred workmen, exclusive of 
day laborers. The regular workmen are 
French Canadians. At this place they manu- 
facture 170,000 bricks daily, and the works 
continue in operation five months in the year. 
The whole work except digging the clay is 
performed by machinery. The main pit cov- 
ers an area of nearly two acres, and is thirty

FAMILIAR TALK. 

We have: been asked what we mean by 
‘familiar talk,"”’ and we have answered that 
we mean the every day intercourse of friends 
and neighbors, while engaged in the plain and 
simple conversation of every day occurence 
—the free interchange of thought, without 
language dressed up to please the fancy or 
mislead the youthful mind; these familiar 
talks bring all matters to an equality, and we 
understand each other, always remembering 
that there is a medium to govern us in all 
these matters, Under these impressions we 
made a few remarks in our last, on the subject 
of ovr unruly passions, and the excuse we are 
all ready to make when we suffer passion to 
control reason and discretion. 

Most of these indiscretions are the results 
of bad examples in family government; a 
parent should never do -an act before his 
children which he knows is wrong, thinking 
that his child ‘will not understand it, nor 
should they in any manner approve of any 
wrong action, be it ever so small, for in that 
approval the children are led to believe it 
right. The first impressions on a young mind 
are very strong, and the idea that children 
have no conception of the daily occurences In 
the domestic household, is a very wrong onc ; 
there is nothing but what they see, and if they 
cannot ask for an explanation, there is an 
impression made which is lasting—it is for 
good or evil. 

How often do we attempt to correct a child 
for some trifling error to-day, and permit him 
to do the same without correction to-morrow ; 
this may be called trifling, and leads dur chil- 
dren to lose confidence in parental authority. 
Then we get angry at some accident which 
has happened when our children are at inno- 
cent play, and in an unguarded moment up- 
braid and punish them, because our anger, at 
the loss of a trifling article, is not control- 
ed. We crush the opening brd of truth in 
the innocence of confession by an angry word 
and harsh command of punishment. It we 
had only reflected for a moment, how casily 
we could have saved that innocent mind from 
keen sorrow, and made it realize the value of 
truth. The following little incident will ex- 
plain our meaning :— 

‘ Dear mother,?* said a delicate little girl, “I have 


broken your china vase.” 
“ Well, you are a naughty, careless, troublesome little 


thing, always in some mischief ; go up stairs and stay till 
T send for you.” 

And this was a christian mother’s answer to the tear- 
ful little culprit, who had struggled with and conquered 
the temptation to tell a falsehood screen her fault !— 
With a disappointed, disheartened 100k, te clutd obeyed, 
and at that moment was crushed in her little heart the 
sweet flower of truth, perhaps never again in after years 
tw be revived to life, Ob, what were a thousand vases 
in comparison ! 

We wish every person to read this, and re- 
aaember that anger and harsh words, with un- 
deserved punishment, will bend the youthful 
mind, and spoil its culture; and that bad cx- 
amples in the family circle are powerful, and 
exert a strong influence on the future life of 
children. We must not flatter ourselves with 
the idea that we can smile and approve of 
what some are pleased to call smartness in 
children, without leaving some impression 
which, at a future day, we may regret. Re- 
flection is the mirror of life, in which we can 
discover our error before it is committed; it 
should be kept ever before us, that we may 
accustom ourselves to ils use, and profit by 


experience,

The celebrated commercial writer of Eng- 

land, Mr. McGregor, has addressed a letter to 
the Barl of Derby upon the fishery question. 
Mr. McGregor is quite a prominent man in 
the commercial classes of England, and his 
opinion may have some weight with the Derby 
Ministry. ‘Ife censures the ministry very 
much as to their policy in this matter, and 
says itis calculated to involve the two nations 
in difficulty, and sets forth with great clearness 
the disastrous consequences which would re- 
sult from wer. In his closing paragraph he 
proposes to throw open all the fishery grounds 
to the Americans, and ask in return the aban- 
donment of all duties on British fish. He 
will advocate free trade in fishing, if we will 
give free trade in fish. This is fair, and both 
nations would then stand equal. 
We should be pleased to see this vexed 
question fairly arranged, for the longer it is 
delayed, the more difficult will it become.—

raiso difficulties calculated to interrupt the 
good fedling now existing.

The root crops require some attention in the 
way of being freed from weeds, and thinning 
out ; provided, nevertheless, the grasshoppers 
have not already done the latter for you.— 
They will now begin to swell out their roots 
and increase in size in this respect, until cold 
weather checks their growth. 

If vou have not alreidy sowed your winter 
wheat, and the drought has probably kept you 
back, it would be well to get it in now as soon 
as possible. Don't be frightened because the 
drought last fall, and the severe winter past 
destroyed so many fields. Such a concurrence 
of seasons may not happen again for many 
years. 

There have been a good many thousand 
bushels of first-rate winter wheat raiscd in 
Maine this year; besides the weevil has done 
but very little damage indeed to spring wheat. 
So thank God; take courage and put in the 
wheat in faith and.with a liberal hand. 

Early fruit requires your care ; whatever of 
early apples cannot be sold in the market, 
should be given to your hogs or to your cattle, 
or pared and dried and not be suffered to rot 
and go to waste. 

Look over your flock of sheep and cull out 
those which will be too old to winter, and see 
if they are not now fit for the butcher, that 
they be put in a situation where they will be- 
come so before housing time. Start your hogs 
to fatting, and if you propose to fatten a cow, 
or stecr, for your own home consumption, it 
would be well now to give them a little extra 
feed. 

If you have a muck mine, and have not al- 
ready improved the late dry weather in gett- 
ing into the “ diggings,” seize the first oppor- 
tunity to open it for the benefit of your com- 
post heap. 

If rightly managed it will make your crops 
laugh next year, and laughing crops make 
comfortable people. 

Beans, when the leaves haye begun to turn 
yellow, and the bean is in a dough state, may 
now be gathered and stacked between two 
stakes, where they will ripen and dry well.— 
You should be careful not let them touch the 
ground at the bottom, as they will be likely to 
rot if they do.—Maine Farmer. 


PLASTER ON WHEAT IN THE FALL. 

As many farmers in this vicinity are putt- 
ing plaster on their wheat in the fall instead 
of the spring, as heretofore, I have taken pains 
to inquire the reason of the change; and be- 
lieving the information obtained important to 
wheat growers generally, I take this method 
of giving it to the million, if you think proper 
to place it in your widely circulated journal. 

Wheat when plastered in the fall, obtains 
more root, and isthus enabled to stand the 
frosta better ; it has the assistance of the plas- 
ter at a season of the year when it is almost 
impossible to go over the fields, and when it 
is most needed—namely, the very early spring; 
it gets its growth and ripens in good time; 
whereas, when applied in the spring, the wheat 
continues to grow late, sometimes to the inju- 
ry of the crop—a superabundance of straw, 
falling down, rust, &c., &c., oftentimes being 
the consequence.— Genesee Farmer. 

Tux Brack Excrescense, on the shoots

A farmer in Plymouth County, who keeps

four or five days, two men could not bring 
the cream into butter in Jess than an hour and 
a half, steady work. The owners thought 
that the evil must lie in the churn, or in the 
the pails, orin the temperature ; but, on ex- 
amination, nothing was found amiss in all 
these respects. Me then concluded that the 
cows must have eaten some injurious food ; 
and, to ascertain how that might be, he fol- 
lowed them to the pasture. On the opposite 
side of the wall which enclosed the pasture, 
was a thick belt, or grove, of miscellancous 
trees, bushes and thick shrubs, with their 
branches hanging over the wall, Ie observs 
ed that, as soon as the cows were let into pas- 
ture, they went to the wall, and greedily de- 
voured the leayes and the spray of the wild 
cherry tree, to the full extent to which they 
could reach them, He was no longer at any 
loss to account for the difficulty with the 
milk, for he had known three cows killed in 
one day, by eating the wilted leaves and small 
branches of a wildcherry tree, which the wind 
had blown down in the pasture. Of course, 
the cows were immediately removed to anoth- 
er field; and in two or three days, their milk 
resumed its proper quality. ‘Lhe juices of this 
tree are supposed to contain prussic acid,— 
N, LE. Farmer. 
THE PEACH TREE. 

In reading communications from several in- 
dividuals in relation to the failure in the peach 
crop this season, and the canse of the trees 
having so sickly an appearance the first part | 
of the season, I am of the opinion that it was 
not altogether the severity of the cold that af- | 
fected them most, but the load of fruit which 
the trees were permitted to sustain (if they 
did not break down) which has injured them 
most. I tied up many of them with ropes ; 
others, I picked off half the amount of frait 
when partly grown, and wherever this was 
done my trees look healthy and are well filled 
with fruit at the present time. LThayecultiva- 
ted the peach more than thirty years, and my 
seeldings have been sturdy and constant bear- 
ers, While my inoculated fruit has failed one 
year during all that time. I would recom- 
mend for allto obtain the lemon melocoton 
it is of good size, a constant bearer, 


seedling ;

other yariety.—N. 12, Farmer. 


HOUSE-RIPENING PEARS. 
The practice of gathering pears while hard 
and ripening them in suitable places under 
cover, is well understood and often resorted to 
by persons who make the culture of fruit a 


chance to have more or less of this kind of 
fruit, which they would learn to prize more 
highly if it were rightly managed, ‘The fol- 
lowing is from Lhomas’s work on fruits : 
“Neaily all pears ripen with a much finer 
flavor if picked and matured in the house. 
The exceptions are very few. Some which 
prove to be only second or third rate when al- 
lowed to remain till they soften on the tree, 
become rich, melting, and delicious if house- 
ripened, Gathering the fruit while wet hard, 
will in nearly all cases prevent or greatly di- 
minish the rorrine aT rue corn, Whigh other- 
wise nearly destroys the yalue of many early 


sorts, 

« Winter pears shoufd hang upun the trees 
as late as safety will allow , and when gather- 
ed should be kept in a cool room till near their 
usnal period of maturity, when the ripening 
is to be completed in a warm room, at a tem- 
perature of 60 to 70 degrees.—They should 
be covered to prevent shrivelling. Some cul- 
tivators have wholly repudiated Winter pears, 
merely from a want of skill in the manage- 
ment of their ripening, or the want of a good 
cellar to keep them in, Some sorts, however, 
as the Buerre d’ Aremberg, require but little 
care ; others, as the Vicar of Wakefield, need 
particular attention, But the transfer from 
the cool to the warm room is of great impor- 
tance to most, and will convert tough and 
hard specimens into those which are juicy, 
melting and excellent.” 


THE PIG, 

Few animals yield less waste matter, after 
being dressed for market, than the pig; every 
part is useful, as a sailor would say, from stem

intestines make excellent enyelopes for saus- 
age meat; the blood makes a sayory pudding, 
and the bristles a brush for purposes * too nu- 
merous to mention.” ‘The pig is a short lived 
but useful animal; and ‘* works his own pa,- 
sage” through life by mixing muck and mak- 
ing manure for his owner. At death he inva- 
riably goes squeeling out of his pen into “ iard 
and pork, and bacon,” and is soon off on a 
voyage at sea in pursuit of a whale.
